WHERE WAS Tl-ll PARTY BORAN?

in Maine, SBay the Republicans of That
State.
Bangor, Me., Special In New York Sun.

The republicans of this #tale be-
lleve that the birth of the republican
party took place In Btrong, Me, and
not in Jackson, Mich., as republicans
in the west assert.

The nasgrtion of the Malne republi-
cans is based on the fact that the
Btrong convention, which was held on
August 7, 1864, was the first regular
assemblage of delegnles to any con-
vention which recognized the word re-
publican as the title of the. party.
According to the assertions of the
Maine republicans, the meeting held In
Jackson, Mich, July 6, 1854, was no
more than a gathering of the anti-
slavery elements of the state In-re-
sponse to a call for a mass meeting
to take counsel regarding future ac-
tion. The Michigan mass meeting
pasz2d  resolutions, declaring those
present as members of the republican
party, n name suggested by Horace
Greeley In the previous wintér,

The argument presented by the
Malne republicans I8 that when the
prohibition and anti-slavery wings of
the democratie party met in Portland
June 7, 1664, and nominated Anson P.
Morrlll for governor, the presiding of-
fleer, C. J. Talbot of Oxford counly
spoke of forming a coalition with the
old Whigs and organizing the republl-
can party, dwelling upon the name at
soma length., AL the close of his ad-
dress the convention arose and gave
three cheers for the republican party.

Maine's eclulm to having been the
birthplace of the republican party has
bean held by leading republicans l’or
years, On August 7, 1884, when James
G. Blaine was a candidate for pres-
{dent and Malne was all on fire with
enthuslasm, the 30th birthday of the
republican party was celebrated at
Strong with a great barbecue. Among
the speakers were Mr. Blalne, Nelson
Dingley, Willlam P. Frye and Hannl-
bal Hamlin of Maine and Jullus C,
Burrows of Michigan.

It was then that Mr. Hamlin sald
that If a mass meeting which had
passed resolutions was all that Michs
igan could present he would see the
meecting of July 8, 1854, held st Jack-
son, and go It o month better by clting
the Portland convention of June 7,
the same year, at which Chairman
Talbot had recognized the existence of
the republican party In & moving ad-
dress, which had been loudly cheered.
In conclusion, he sald that as the
Strong convention of August 7 was
the first ofMcial party action to give
approval to the name of republican,
he should claim Strong as the birth-

~ |place of the republican parly.

Mr. Burrows, who was then & rep-
resentative In congress from Michi«
gan, approved of the decision and sald
that he belleved that Malne's clalm
was valid,
